INGALLS’ TRIBUTE TO GRASS 

On a par with his tribute to the dog , 
is this tribute to grass, by the late j 
-!cmiti>r J. J. Ingalls; , ; 

Majestic, fruitful, wondrous plant! j 
The corn, triumphant, with the aid of ^ 
man hath made victorious procession : 
icress the tufted plain and laid the 
foundation for the social excellence , 
that Is and is to he. 

The glorious plant, transmitted by 
the alchemy of Ood, sustains the war¬ 
rior in liattle. the poet in song and 
-drengthens everywhere the thousand 
arms that work th purposes of life. 

Next in importance to the divine 
Iirofiisioii of water, light and air. those 
tliree great physical facts which render 
existence possible, may be reckoned 
the universal lieneficence of grass. 

Exaggerated tiy tropical heats and 
vajiors to the gigantic cane congested 
with Its saccharine secretion; or 
dwarfed li.v polar rigors to the fllirous 
!inir of northern solitudes, embracing 
with its resolute pennons, the rice 
plant of southern swamps, the wheat, 
rye, liarle.v, oats and other cereals, no 
less than the humbler verdure of the 
hillside, jiasture and prairie in the 
temperate zone, grass is the most wide¬ 
ly distriliutcd of all vegetable beings, 
and is at once the type of our life and 
the einidem of mortality. 

Lying in the sunshine among the 
hnttereups and the dandelions of May. 
scarcely higher In intelligence than the 
minute terants of the mimic wilder, 
ness, our earliest recollections are of 
grass and when the fitful fever is end¬ 
ed, and the foolish wrangle of the mar¬ 
ket and the forum is closed, grass 
heals over the scar which our des¬ 
cent into the bosom of the earth has 
made: and the carpet of the Infant be¬ 
comes the blanket of the dead. 

Grass is the forgiveness of nature; 
her constant hencdtetlon! Fields tramp¬ 
led with liattle, saturated with blood 
and torn with the ruts of cannon, grow 
■rreen again with grass, and carn.i.ge 
Is forgotten. 

Streets abandoned by traffic become 
grass-grown like rural lanes and are 
obliterated. 

Foresta decay, harvests v.'inlah, Mow¬ 
ers vanish, hut grass Is immortal. He- 
leagiired by the sullen hosts of winter, 
it withdraws Into the Impregnable fort¬ 
ress of its subterranean vitality and 
emerges upon the first solicitation of 
spring. 

Sown by the winds; by the wander¬ 
ing birds; proiiagated by the subtle 
horticulture of the elements which are 
its ministers and servants, it softens 
the rude outline of the world. 

Its tenacious fibres hold the earth In 
Its place and prevent Its soluble com¬ 
ponents from washing Into the wast¬ 
ing se.a. It invades the solitudes of 
deserts, climbs the inaccessible slopes 
and forbidding pinnacles of mountains; 
modifies climates and determines the 
history, character and destiny of the 
nations. Unobtrusive and patient, it 
has Immortal vigor and agrresslon. 
Banished from the thoroughfare and 
the field, it tildes its time to return, 
and when vigilance Is relaxed or the 
dynasty has perished it silently re¬ 
sumes the throne from which it has 
been expelled hut which It never .ab¬ 
dicates. 

It hears no blazonry of bloom to 
charm the senses with fragrance or 
splendor, hut its homely hue Is more 
enchanting than the Illy or the rose. 

It yields no fruit In earth or air. 
and yet, should Its harvest fall for a 
single year, famine would depopulate 
the world.

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of the simpleit kind would eliminate most of the lose 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplished by obtervanoe of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipa ashas or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette itump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fira any larger than is absolutely neceesary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don’t build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a email 

one where you can scrape away tha needlee, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. • 

6. If you discover a fira, put it out if possible; if you can’t put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. foreat ranger or state fira warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.
